PUBLIC NOTICE No. 25-ETC(PN)/91 
Subject;—Re-structuring of Export Policy. 

No, 19(fi)/91 /E-IT,—Attention is invited to the Exports 
(Control) Amendment Order No. LfCKJ, 1988/AM(96) dated 
the 3rd September, 1991, on the above subject. 

2. With a view to generate a thrust on exports and as 
part of the overall exerci'e to drastically reduce the control 
to the barest minimum, it has been decided to completely 
revamp and restructure Schedules I, II and III to the Exports 
(Control) Order, 1988. Now, only such items have been 
subject to Exports Control as are required essentially to 
avoid internal shortages, to conserve national resources, 
ensure strategic requirements, to generate employment poten¬ 
tials, to safe-guard social and cultural heritage and protection 
of environment. 

3. Consequent to the changes in the Export Policy, the 
Exports Control Procedures are being reviewed and these 
will be revised shortly. 


4. Schedule I shall have List I and List 2. List 1 contains 
those items whose exports are not allowed on account of 
reasons given in paragraph 2 above. List 2, has four Parts 
namely, ‘A’, ‘B\ ‘C’, and ‘D 1 . The items covered by Part 
‘A 1 will be allowed for export ‘‘On Merits” by the Export 
Licensing Committee at the Headquarters, The items covered 
by Part 'B' shall be allowed against quantjtave ceilings re¬ 
leased by the Government ,lrom time to time. Part ‘C’ in¬ 
corporates those items whoso rvnert is ■■'Hewed under Open 
General Licence subject to Ihe prescribed conditions. The 
export of items covered by Post 'D' is canalised through the 
designated Agencies. 

5. The items which' are not covered either by List 1 or 
l ist 2, shall be allowed on de controlled basis i.e. without 
any export licensing formalities. 

6. Sample of agro-chemicals for a Value not exceeding 
Rs, 50,000 per consignment. 

7. Samples of items of List 1 and of Parts A and B 
of List 2 of Schedule 1 to this Order shall not be allowed 
for export. 

Canalising agencies can export samples without value re¬ 
strictions of items specified in Part D of List 2. 

3. In respect of samples of other controlled items for a 
value not exceeding Rs. 10,000 per consignment, 

9. Samples of decontrolled items allowed without any valuo 
limitation, 

10. Samples of textile items under bilateral agreement/ 
Memorandum of Understanding allowed without any value 
limitation. 

11. If any exporter is desirous of exporting items for a 
value beyond the permissible limits as stipulated above or 
wished to export any item figuring in Parts A and B of 
List 2 then he should approach the Export Licensing Com¬ 
mittee in the Office of the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports, New Delhi.
